throughout the world, they waited—=pationtly,
praverfully, hopefully—for that one word
of reassurance from Mr. Parell which
would have glnddened their honrts and 1ifved
the elowd from their unhappy countey. But,
alas! they walted in vain, for that word was
never spoken; nnd so they acted-and seted
only asthe religious teachers and thoe moral
guldes of aCatholie proplo could not. “Thoe
task ws nsad one, but ats performance was
lmperative.  Guilty or lunocent, Mr. Parnell
himself had madeo b so,

To those who understand anything of the
rolatlons of the Irish bishops wnd priests to
the Ireish people and theiy political mowve-
ments, and especinlly during  the vprosent
crisis, their action needs no explanation or
defence. Thoy wiére the backboneof the
whole strugrele from the very beginning, and
to thelr inflnence, both at howe and in
Americs, more than to auy othor one agency,
is due s magnifeont suecoss at overy stage.
Thivefore, Itwasto thom that the people st
looleed in the hour of doubt and danger, s
thoy ever will ook in trinl or in trivmph, as
thelr safest guides and truest frionds, * = *

The letter of Mre Glodstone, ealling for the
withdrawal of Mr. Parmell, taken together
with the verdict of the divorce court, seems
to have distarbed the usual equanimity of o
mnan weakensd by loug illness and racking
anxivtics,  Wo cannot otherwise acconat for
the contradictory judpgments given by Mr
Parnell bimself of the famous visit to Ha-
warden castls and  his frreconcilable estl-
mutess of Mr Gladstoue's trusvworthiness ns
an advoente of o full measure of home rule
for 1velund.

My, Gludstone’s lotter, Mr, 1*arnoll’s manl-
festo and the subsequent letters and intar-
views of themseives and their Triemds relot-
fue to the Hawarden conference, ave of too
recont occu rreneo to need eecounting here.

Setting aslde the gquestions of conslstency
anil trathfulness arising out of the painfal
canflict of statements ond wctions, comes an-
other grave moattor for wonder,  How, If Mr,
Puarnell left Hawarden on Decemibor 19, 1554,
fmpressed, sccording to his own account,
with the ahsolute inability o nuwillingoess
of Mr. Gladstone and  his associntes to advo-
cite  for relund any but a most disappoint-
ing, unsutisfictory and worthless sehemae of
sell-governmint—did Mr. Parnell, again and
agnin, ot Liverpool and in London, proclaim
to thoe world his grateful admiration of the
liberal party and its leader, and his firm and
fmplicit confidence in the plan of home rule
thoy were dovising and elaborating

Assuredly thers 18 In the Parnell who
spoakes to Irelond and  the world lo the mini-
fosto  just issued, and the Parnell who wd-
dmssed the pavlismentary party ot Waost-
minister on Junoe S0 last past, o self-contra-
diection most nstounding.

That the allianes existing botween the Irish
nationalists and the liberal party of Great
Britain, was looked upon by Irishmen at
home and abroad as the only sure means,
under God's good providence, of achieving
such indspondence as we nll hoped for, no one
hud asserted more solomnly aud positively
thun Mre. Parnel! himself, wad on the public
oceasions adverted to within the last twelve
months., Heealls it “‘an honorable allinnoes,
honorable and hopeful for our country, = *
* an alliance which will last apa boar per-
manent frait”

No change, in so faras the publiec knows,
had taken place in My, Paroell’s mind In this
ropard, up to the verdiot of the divoreo court,
Mr, Gludstone's lotter requesting the Ireish
lender to retire from political ife, and w the
private cotreaties of Mr, Parnell's lieuten-
alts to thesame effect.

If Mr, Gladstone, in the conversations at
Hawarden, had oonly given to Parnell noth-
1g but the most unsatisfactory plan of set-
tlomont desoribed in  the manifesto, then the
latter was most eulpavle in speaking in Liv-
erpool and afterwards atl the banquet
Westminster of the allisnce ovetween the
Irlsh pationalists and the liboral party, and
of the fortheoming satisfactory and aceepta-
blo seheme of home rale,  Putting togother
these speocnes sod e revelitions of the
manifesto, we say that Mr. Parncll was
guilty of almpst a erime for haviog so mon-
strously decclved his countrymen  and the
followers who were exposing their very
lives. ;

It manst be borne o mind that not only all
through the year 1850, but ever sines the
accession to power of the tories under Lond
Saltsbury, they have boen using overy arti
fico to alsoover the procise naturs of Me
Gladstone's new plan for home rule and the
sottlement of the Irishquestion in the prob-
able and near ovent of u genoral election re-
sulting favorably to the liborals, The per-
alstent efTorts mnde to forve Gladstone *'to
stow bis hoand,'” or obtain, ut loast indireetly,
from the leaders of the Irish party some clow
to Mr. Gladstone's noxt home roule scheme,
were well known to all politicians. 1t was
thon, aud for obvious reasons, most hnpor-
tant that this scheme, while in preparation,
should be kept s profound seercet by the lead-
¢y on bhoth sides. And, Inasmuct us the
Psngeostod' moasures winl-rll woere the sub-
Luul of the conversation st Hawarden were not
ept seeret froaa Sie Willm Hirreourt and Mr,
Jolin Morley,in like manperare wo justiied in
believing that Mr. Pamell was expoectod, oy
hils side, to inform such of hils own collsaguis
as Mr Justin MeCarthy, Mr. Boexton, Mr.
Dillon gnd Mr., Willlam O Brien of M Ol
stone's fotonded measures,  We consider
that under the creumstiancos, aod In view
cspocially of the defects of the discusssd
schomo as aftor rovealod by the Irish lowdor,
he fallod in porforming an osscatial duty to
his party and to the Irish nution.  The pros
posed sehome of salf-goverument for Ireland
i known to the Uberal leader and hils ehilof
wollengues, was of foy more vital lmportance
to [reland than to Givent Britaln,  Mr Par-
nell was not, in unt' sense, 0 wholly und ox-
clusively entrusted with the vital intercsts
of his nation and poople, that nol one smong
their répresentatives deserved Lo be led fnto
thy seeret of what Mr, Gladstone was pro-
paring to do or not to do  to fulllll vhe bopes
and satsty who Just clalms of Trishoen, Hod
his mest  trustworthy  colleagues  beon
Judeed worthy of his contidonee aad trested
with the regard shown by Mr. Glwdstone to
Harcourt and  Morley, how diffurent would
the condition of the [rish party now bhe! and
how bopeful Irlshmen everywhero conla foel
of seclig the Parnoll lneldent elosed witliout
disaster tothelr cuuse! There could have
been no need of such a manifesto as that so
suddeuly sprung upon the vation and the ops
tre Irish ruce n’ilnvar tha world as Lhat is-
suedd In  the last days of Novem-
bor, The mombors of the Irish
partiamontary  party  made  wequainted
with the nuture of Mr, Gladstoue's proposils,

wiotld not have allowed the year 1500 (o
without insiating on  further consulintion
with Mr.  Gindatone, and without ueglng on
him thelr  conviction that the plan of self-
government discussod at Hawarden wis oo
sottloment ut all, bad dever could be acceptxd
by Iroland. Wo beliceve, i that view, tha
tho discourses doliversd 1 Liverpool and ut
tho baugquet In Westminstor would elthor
never hnvo been spoken, or that thele fulsoma
Fr.\lm' of Dr Glndste would havoe been
oundod on more substantisl promises than
thoso givon on Decombor 18 and 1, 1888, At
any rats, Mr. Pariell would have, 1o confivm
his acgount of the Hawardon conferonce, the
toatamony  of his own truasted collongues, 1o
whowm he must  have,as o duty boling, com.
municated tho vesult of the conforanes on
leaving Hawarden Then the world  would
have boem spared the pain of conteasting Mr.
Parnell's ansupported,  somowhat confiused
nnd conteadictory statements  with tho por-
cinptory dedinls of ste. Cilinlstons, Siv Will-
inm Harcourt sand Me Morloy.  In our judg-
ment the eausoe of the present puforiuuato
imbroghio is ineroat moasuro tho conseg nengo
of Mr. Parnoll's excessive, impolitie and un-
wise seerotiveness on the ome hand, and on
the othor of his victation of the state seorot
confidad o hiim, Tt was o erave politieal
blundor, W  give al ot enee w  tho
public whst hud not been deemaod it to trast
0 tho most honored mombers df tho 1rish
prty.,

Whoever may honceforward be choson to
load tho Trish nationalist memboers of pariin
menk, must not sosolnte himself from his ass
sociates, ns to be or sppear W by w kind of
dictator, bearing: within his own brenst the
mightiest state soorets and consulting no one
in mattors and omergencies involving the
riln oln cause and the very lifo of o patiln,
Ttis not so that Amorvicans understand po it
feal Toadership. 1t is not so understond by
the two greeat British parties,  Why should
it be undersitood diferontly in Troland b-ns if
tho Trish nationad movemont were somothing
ke the instiedection of the Roman slaves
under Spaftacus, in wnich a seevile mob
biindly followed s londor, ns  foarful of his
rebu ke or lnsh, as of the threats of thelr mos-
tora nnd oppressors of yosterday,

Theto arve fow, i aoy, Incldents on recond
in the most momentons debntes of any ropres
sontative assembly that cean be compared In
threitling dramatle intorest o the passage o
arms botwoen Mr, Sexton and Mr. Parnoll
during thestormy debate of Decembor 1,
The formor had been, togethor with the
mombers of tho opposing majority, openly,
formully necused of taving allowod *their in.
togrity and independomes o bo sapped and
destroyed™ by the radical wing of !Lv Hberal
party.

“Integrity,” proudly rvoplics My, Sexton,
‘s not an  unconditionnl accoptance of tho
views of any man,  Independence is not sub-
mission Lo the will ofany man.  Wo are your
colleagues, Mr, Parnoll, but wo are not your
Slaves, * * * Jolaim ipthe face of the
world; T elalm  In the prosenee of the Most
High, that the integrity of the Irish party s
tiistaloed, and that its Independence |s ufmn-
lute.  The questinn-—the  urgont question—is
betweon the leader woe hiavo Invml. whom we
can nover forget and whoso useful tonure of
his position civenmstances ave ondered fm-

enlty Is due. I the leader is retainod, Io
my Judgment, the cause Is lost, 11 the chuso
is to be won, the loader must rotine?

This s the very soul of the Irish question:
the cnuse of Treland must be the suprems law
for every nationnl loader, T'he londor muast
bo guided by thevital intoreats of that cnuse;
nor should these intorests and that  causs
over  be miando  sovongdary o subsorvient o
the interests of auy oo man or party, * ¢

Passing over the deplorable sconos onacted
bofore and during the Kilkeuny dloction, and
writiog while ' the conferencos at' Boulogao
between Mr, Parnell and Mpr O'Lirlon arp
still in progress, one thine seems cloar—Lhint
Mr. Parnell must retire from tho national
leadership. But wbo is to suceced lim?

Poarnell, a8 wo now convines otrselvoes,
hns what the French call les dofauts do ses
(inlites, *the very defects or exoesses pathor
of his peknowlodged qualities.” No oun, up
to the woral catnclysm  which fallowoed the
vordiot of the divoree court, coald justly
deny him  the elemonts  of leaderstip. o
wis  skillful,  sagacious, ool deliborate,
conragoous and fem. Woe noed not, aftor
what precedes, dwell on his defects. A fow
months ngo, ere the blight of adishonored
nome hnd fallon on hioy, and om the “hawd
necossitios” of retianing bis teadeeship hisd
mnde him recllossly uujust to the liberal
party nnd the Fuglhish people, to his faithfal
onlleaguos and 1o his conntey, the Trish racs
overywhore was proud of him and wor-
shipped him,

He was identified with the ecause of I'ro.

He had been able, with the co-operstion
of o united prople and clorgy, to take u live
Ing and powerful reality in pariliment of thoe
independent party of opposition, which Jahn
of Tuam strepuously advocated all his life,
which O"Connell sought to oreate; which the
groat archbishop of the west praicned so ¢lo-
quontly after O'Connell had  passed away,
after the Catholic Defease association had
disappeared in the Sadlier-iKeogh  betraval;
and pressed unwiaricdly on public attontion
until the new  home rale movement gnder
Isnae Butt spraog ap sud dead the soul of the
nition. The moral force wiclded by Isnne
Butt, My, Parncll had the sagncity t grasp
aad Lo inerense,

This party of independont oppeaition and
the land loague movement started by Michael
Duvitt had caeried the carof Charles Stowart
Parnell trivmphantiy forward till the end of
last November, ALl the moral fordes which
stireed the depths of 4 nation's soul and In-
spirad the hopes of all its  past gonerations
Mr. Parnell wielded as tho  electriciun obes
the mighty clomontary torces ef unturo,

These great moral forcea oxistod in the past
in greater volume even than at present.  But
Irish statesmen or politicians Knew not how
Lo storaup theso rosistloss energivs in anity.
It shall ever be Parnell's glory that he may
be sald to hive created and gopt togoether un
independent parlinmentary poarty  such  as
Irelnnd had never known il now, Support-
al by the Catholic masses and by their relig-
fous goildes, und appealing o legal and con-
stitutional methods oonly, he forced tha 1ib.
eral party of Great Hriteln and  ts
leaders to confess that all the formay meth-
ods of government in Ireluud had boen
wrong, erucl, unjnst and oppressive,  Justfoon
alone must be tried and cocrcion abangoned,
And 8o the cause of Ireland, representod by
acompact body of vighty-six Ivish ropre.
gontatives in the lmpearinl poavitiunent, advo-
cated by Mr. Giladstone and the great hiberal
party, !ll["ih‘ll‘lﬂd by s mujority of the people
of Grewt Britain and by the eonstantly ine
crensing  public opinion of the three king-
doms and  of the English-speaking world —
was morally certain of a preat legisintive
victory in the near future—whoen in Novem-
bor list came the O'Shes verdiet ana Mr.
Parnel's manifesto.

But though the lesder s fallen, the cause
s ot lost, It is o most Just causo; and jus-
tico 18 hnmortal and etevnal,

Mpr. Parnell was heard with attontion both
in the British sennte: and all overthe givilized
world; because his volee was thut of [reland,
o0 lone misgovernod and opprassed.

Is her cause 80 absolutely identified with
Me. Parnell's  fortuues  what W8 alsgroce or
tis retiremont from politieal Hfe, or even his
death, would o paralyze her volee, so0 lnjure
her claims, that the people
Hrigain, so lately awakenlug
sense of hor cruel wrongs, would close
their enrs, thole minds, their hearts to
what justice, bumanity and thele own doar-
est political interests demand in favorof tho
slstor sland!

Aund will Ivishmen and men of Irish race
consant to bury forover out of sight and be-
noath the earth that csuse of Irelaud, so en-
thusiastically upheld but yesterday! God
knows, we lrish are clannish onough; and
thils vory elannishness, the devotion tosuamoe
and @ wan, tho narrow love of the tribe and
the lotality in prefersnes o the country and
thee nation, has beon oo often our pane In the
past. It dashed all the hopos of onr peoplo
ana rendered usoless all the slapghtors wod
sacrificos made for rolleion and nationality
for tho past twoor throe centuries.

That this clannishness is not a th!n[r of tho
past, what has just happensd in Trelund, as
well as kn our own free America, proves but,
o eonclusively,  Tho nmne of (he man, not
thnt of the couse or the country, 8 Wi spoll
o spenkers conjura with, the will-o'-the-
wisp which leads our countrymen asiriy snd
land thele country’s couse in quagmires fromn
which there seomns no escape.

Wo must learn to lovoe Ireland for her own
sakee, not for the salo of the mon who repre-
sut or misreprésent her. Wo must be dos
votad to tho cause through good repute and
ovll reputs, through xoof ms 1l fortune, be-
causo wo bolleve It w0 be a cause Tuted nevoer
1o bo lost.

It dopends on va, on Teishman fn the thres
kingdoms, aud on Irlshmen bero and whor-
ever tho English language s spokoen, to pro-
vilut the causo of lnﬁlud frow belug n lost
causo,  The man who shall be chosen to suo-
cond Mre. Parncll, will be the luwful ml,anr
